T h e city council m ust soon decide the question of whether or not it 


will 
provide m o n e y to secure a site for the normal school that the state 


legislature has concluded to place in this city subject only to the con­ 


dition that a site be furnished. 
It is an important problem, and should 


receive careful attention.
